Colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  world 
may  be  reflected  in  many  ways;  however,  tradition  is 
inevitably  built  on  an  institution's  reputation,  and  this 
process  takes  decades  and  even  centuries — not  days 
and  weeks.  For  example,  the  emergence  of  great 
historical  figures  may  lend  prestige  to  the  schools 
from  which  they  graduated  or  attended,  and  this 
prestige  is  veritable  life-blood  to  the  Alma  Mater.  Also, 
physical  plants  ranging  from  Doric  to  Motel  Modern 
architectural  styles  often  rate  esteem,  both  from  the 
professionally  trained  and  from  the  mere  layman  in 
beauty,  who,  after  all,  owns  eyes  and  can  revel  in  a 
mass  of  ivy,  columns,  monuments,  ancient  buildings 
and  elm-shaded  walkways.  Another  mirror  is  the 
institution's  setting;  for  setting  is  the  element  which 
gives  the  atmosphere  one  remembers  twenty  or  thirty 
years  after  his  college  days;  and,  if  an  institution 
finds  itself  in  an  industrial  setting,  the  institution  will 
be  earmarked  in  a certain,  indefinable  way — just  as 
if  it  were  set  in  Victorian  London,  or  on  the  sprawling 
plains  of  the  Texas  Panhandle,  or  atop  snowcapped 
mountains  in  Colorado. 

Frederick  College  is  a new  institution,  and  it  lacks 
the  age,  the  maturity  and  perhaps  the  prestige  of  the 
nation's  older  schools.  We  have  little  that  we  can 
show  to  reflect  or  mirror  a past,  but  we  have  much 
on  which  to  build.  Our  greatest  asset  is  most  certainly 
the  people  here  at  Pig's  Point  on  the  great  Hampton 
Roads,  and  within  these  pages  we  have  tried  to  use 
these  people  in  such  a way  that  a total  and  accurate 
picture  of  our  college — Frederick  College — might  be 
presented  to  you.

One  hundred  and  nine  members  of  the  senior  class  of 
1965  received  degrees  in  a graduation  ceremony  May 
31.  This  was  the  first  four  year  class  to  graduate  from 
Frederick  College.  The  exercises  were  held  in  the 
evening  on  the  lawn  behind  the  Science  Building. 

Senator  A.  Willis  Robertson  of  Virginia  was  the  prin- 
cipal speaker  at  graduation.  Chairmon  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Frederick  College,  Justice  Lawrence  W. 
I'Anson  introduced  Senator  Robertson  to  the  audience. 
After  Senator  Robertson's  address  eleven  candidates 
were  graduated  with  honors,  the  first  in  the  history  of 
the  school.

Each  year  Frederick  College  is  fortunate  enough 
to  be  able  to  publish  a yearbook,  newspaper,  and  va- 
rious publicity  brochures.  Little  is  seen  or  known  of 
the  very  few  people  who  make  it  possible  for  this  lit- 
erature to  be  illustrated  with  photographs  of  the 
campus  and  student  life.  No  one  has  ever  sat  down 
and  totalled  the  hundreds  of  hours  these  people  spend 
every  year  in  the  darkroom  developing  and  printing 
pictures  without  any  compensation  to  themselves.

The  years  of  collegiate  football  are  over  for  these  seniors 
who  have  put  their  hearts  into  the  gridiron  at  Frederick.  The 
last  season  of  their  collegiate  football  careers  was  not  the 
best  one  in  which  they  had  participated,  but  it  had  the  same 
hard-hitting  brand  of  football  to  which  they  had  grown 
accustomed.  They  have  left  a mark  in  athletics  at  Frederick 
and  they  will  not  be  forgotten.
